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THE  MUSEUM 

THE  work  of  reorganising  the  Exhibition  Galleries  on  modern  lines  has 
continued  without  interruption  throughout  the  year. 

As  foreshadowed  in  your  Council’s  last  Annual  Report,  the  re-arrangement 
of  the  Ethnological  Gallery  by  Mr.  Dudley  Waterman  has  been  completed, 
and  it  is  now  open  to  the  public.  This  Gallery  displays  our  Prehistoric, 
Viking,  and  Anglo-Saxon  collections  in  a  fine  series  of  reconstructed  wall 
cases,  and  in  other  cases  made  recently  to  our  specification  by  Messrs.  Edmonds 
of  Birmingham. 

The  Roman  collections  in  the  Hospitium  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  re-arranged,  and  will  be  ready  for  public  exhibition  early  in  the  new  year. 

In  the  department  of  Coins  and  Medals,  Mr.  Geoffrey  Thompson  and 
Mr.  Gelson  Walker  have  made  continued  progress  in  improving  the  arrangement 
and  condition  of  the  collections  through  the  help  of  gifts  and  exchanges.  A 
beginning  has  been  made  in  the  public  display  of  a  series  of  type  coins,  illustrating 
the  development  of  design  from  Roman  times  onwards,  with  special  reference 
to  Yorkshire  and  York.  As  in  previous  years  much  time  has  been  spent  in 
routine  coin  identification,  and  in  supplying  information  to  visitors. 

The  Pewter  Collections  have  been  partially  re-arranged,  with  a  special 
display  of  Base  Metal  Spoons. 

Further  wall  cases  in  the  Mammal  Room  have  been  modernised,  in  order 
to  house  a  series  of  scale  models  of  British  Whales.  These  models  are  now 
being  made  in  the  Museum’s  Laboratory,  as  experiments  carried  out  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year  in  order  to  determine  the  best  possible  medium  for 
their  production  proved  entirely  satisfactory. 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Natural  History  Section  of  the 
Society  to  stage  a  semi-permanent  exhibition  on  the  Natural  History  of  Askham 
Bog — a  unique  corner  of  Yorkshire  recently  purchased  for  conservation 
as  a  nature  reserve  by  the  Yorkshire  Naturalists’  Trust. 

Our  study  collections,  which  have  always  played  an  important  part  in 
the  activities  of  the  Yorkshire  Museum  continue  to  grow  in  bulk  and  importance. 
Co-operation  with  the  British  Trust  for  Ornithology  has  been  close,  and  has 
led  to  many  additions  to  our  cabinets.  Mr.  E.  W.  Taylor  has  spent  much  time 
in  assisting  in  the  revisional  work  of  the  ornithological  collections.  Dr. 
Fidler  has  been  engaged  in  re-organising  our  beetle  and  other  insect  collections, 
and  Mr.  Frank  Dixon  in  maintaining  and  arranging  his  collection  of  spiders, 
which  he  generously  presented  to  the  Museum  last  year.  Mr.  A.  A.  Dallman 
has  completed  a  critical  examination  of  the  Herbarium,  and  has  started  to 
incorporate  new  material  accumulated  during  the  war  years. 

Your  Council  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  services  of  the  Yorkshire  Museum 
are  being  widely  used  and  appreciated.  This  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to 
the  co-operation  of  the  Honorary  Curators  (whose  separate  reports  now  form 
part  of  the  Society’s  Transactions).  To  them,  and  to  many  other  voluntary 
workers,  your  Council  desires  to  express  thanks  for  another  year  of  notable 
achievement  and  endeavour.

THE  GARDENS

OBITUARY 

Dr.  Walter  E.  Collinge,  1867-1947 

Your  Council  deeply  regrets  to  record  the  death  of  Walter  E.  Collinge 
at  his  home  in  York,  on  24th  November,  1947. 

After  gaining  a  wide  reputation  for  scientific  and  museum  organisation 
and  administration,  Collinge  was  appointed  Keeper  of  the  Yorkshire  Museum 
in  March,  1921.  From  then  on,  until  his  retirement  in  March,  1941,  Collinge 
did  much  to  sustain  and  enhance  the  scientific  reputation  of  the  Yorkshire 
Museum,  mainly  through  his  work  on  the  Terrestrial  Isopoda,  and  aspects  of 
economic  ornithology.  His  ornithological  researches  culminated  in  a  second 
and  revised  edition  of  his  well-known  work  The  Food  of  some  British  Wild 
Birds,  which  served  to  stimulate  interest  in  this  highly  important  subject, 
and  must  always  be  regarded  as  a  pioneer  effort  of  considerable  merit  and 
importance.  He  is  survived  by  a  widow  and  a  daughter,  to  whom  our  deepest 
sympathy  is  extended.

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DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS. 

Archaeology. — Archaeologist  :  Mr.  Dudley  Waterman. 

The  activities  of  the  first  three  months  of  this  year  have  already  been 
included  in  the  Report  for  the  period  1946-47,  and  the  present  summary 
covers  the  work  entailed  during  the  following  nine  months. 

As  previously  noted,  a  temporary  exhibition  illustrating  Yorkshire  pre¬ 
history  was  prepared  to  illustrate  a  Congress  on  the  Neolithic  and  Early  Bronze 
Ages  in  Northern  England,  held  at  the  Museum  on  5 — -8th  September,  in  associa¬ 
tion  with  the  Prehistoric  Society  and  the  Yorkshire  Archaeological  Society. 
There  was  an  excellent  attendance,  the  programme  including  lectures,  dis¬ 
cussions,  and  visits  to  places  of  relevant  interest.  Following  the  dispersal  of 
the  temporary  exhibition,  work  continued  on  the  permanent  arrangement 
of  the  archaeological  gallery,  a  progress  greatly  accelerated  by  the  arrival  of 
new  show-cases  prepared  by  Messrs.  Edmonds,  of  Birmingham.  By  November, 
the  work  was  sufficiently  advanced  to  open  the  room  for  public  inspection, 
and  although  material  restrictions  still  prevent  finality,  it  is  gratifying  to  report 
that  the  prehistoric  and  post-Roman  collections  are  again  available  for  study. 

The  temporary  arrangement  of  the  Roman  material  reported  last  year 
enabled  the  Hospitium  to  be  open  during  the  summer  months,  and  an  excellent 
attendance  rewarded  this  measure.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  main  work  of 
the  coming  year  will  be  centred  on  the  Hospitium.  A  start  has  already  been 
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made  by  moving  all  the  portable  Roman  stonework  from  the  basement  to  more 
suitable  accommodation  elsewhere  ;  the  severe  flooding  that  resulted  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  necessitated  such  a  move  as  soon  as  possible,  to  prevent 
deterioration  in  the  structure  of  the  stones  themselves.  x4s  regards  the  upper 
room,  duplication  of  material  has  meant  an  overcrowding  of  the  showcases, 
and  many  of  the  present  exhibits  will  be  removed  into  storage,  which  can  be 
done  without  reducing  the  interest  of  the  collection  as  a  whole.  Work  is  already 
in  hand  to  redecorate  and  alter  as  necessary  the  existing  showcases,  which, 
although  far  from  perfect,  can  be  made  to  serve  a  further  term  until  times 
are  more  propitious  for  the  purchase  of  replacements. 

The  organization  of  the  storage  and  study  room  has  been  completed,  and, 
with  the  development  of  the  card  index  of  specimens  which  has  gone  steadily 
forward,  it  is  now  possible  to  serve  the  interests  of  students  with  the  minimum 
of  delay  of  their  making  use  of  the  facilities  provided.  It  is  gratifying  to  record 
the  visits,  amongst  others,  of  several  Scandinavian  students  during  the  year 
under  review,  and  especially  the  visit  of  the  distinguished  Dutch  archaeologist, 
Dr.  A.  E.  van  Giffen.  Amongst  other  visitors,  mention  must  be  made  of  the 
study  of  the  Roman  glass  undertaken  by  Mr.  D.  B.  Harden,  Keeper  of  Antiqui¬ 
ties  in  the  Ashmolean  Museum.  This  fine  collection  had  never  received  the 
intensive  investigation  it  deserved,  and  it  is  intended  that  the  publication 
of  the  material  will  follow  within  a  short  time. 

A  catalogue  of  the  rich  collection  of  medieval  pottery  from  York  has 
been  completed,  and  will  be  issued  as  a  museum  publication.  The  preparation 
of  a  catalogue  of  Viking  and  Early  Medieval  material  from  the  city  is  also  in 
progress,  and  will  eventually  receive  similar  treatment  ;  while  a  start  has  been 
made  on  the  Roman  material,  with  a  similar  object  in  view,  a  work  initiated 
and  largely  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  I.  A.  Richmond. 

Accessions  during  the  year  have  been  maintained,  either  by  gift  or  by 
purchase,  and  special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  more  important.  The 
material  recovered  from  the  excavation  of  an  Early  Bronze  Age  barrow  at 
North  Deighton,  near  Harrogate,  including  a  large  amount  of  Neolithic  pottery 
of  a  type  otherwise  ill-represented  in  the  north  of  England  (the  so-called 
Peterborough  ware),  has  been  deposited  on  permanent  loan  by  the  excavators, 
Mr.  H.  J.  Stickland,  F.S.A.,  and  Mr.  B.  W.  J.  Kent,  F.S.A.,  and  provides  a 
most  valuable  addition  to  the  prehistoric  collection.  Mr.  Kent  has  also  deposited 
a  fine  series  of  Roman  pottery  from  York,  together  with  other  objects  of  similar 
date,  of  which  a  glass  cinerary  urn  with  cover  is  noteworthy.  A  description 
of  these  objects  appears  on  p.  26  of  this  Report.  Another  accession  of  interest 
is  a  silver  pin  with  filigree  ornamented  head  of  9 — 10th  century  date,  from  Saw- 
don,  found  some  years  ago  by  the  late  Mr.  H.  S.  Harland,  and  presented  to 
the  Museum  by  his  nephew,  Mr.  Neville  Harland.  Pins  of  this  type  are 
rare,  and  a  detailed  publication  has  appeared  in  Antiq.  Jottrn.  xxviii. 

Archaeological  discoveries  in  York  have  been  infrequent,  but  the  account 
of  a  commercial  excavation  at  Clifton,  which  has  increased  our  knowledge  of 
the  extent  of  the  extra-mural  Roman  settlement  east  of  the  Ouse  is  included 
in  this  Report  (p.  28).  Similarly,  excavations  for  telephone  cables  in  Mickle- 
gate  have  produced  plentiful  Roman  material,  and  here,  through  the  kindness 
of  the  contractors,  the  Archaeologist  was  enabled  to  conduct  a  limited  investiga¬ 
tion,  only  terminated  by  the  flowing  tide  of  a  concrete  mixer. 
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Finally,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  summer  meetings  of  the  Council 
of  British  Archaeology  and  the  Royal  Archaeological  Institute  of  Gt.  Britain 
and  Ireland,  during  1948,  will  be  held  at  the  Museum,  over  the  period  24 — 30th 
June. 

Mr.  Michael  Broomhall  has  rendered  valuable  service  throughout  the  year 
in  a  voluntary  capacity,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Keeper  and  Archaeologist  are 
gratefully  recorded. 

Silver  Plate  and  Pewter. — Honorary  Curator,  Mr.  Geoffrey  Thompson, 

M.A.,  F.S.A. 

A  fine  silver  salver  (London,  1739)  with  contemporary  arms,  crest  and 
motto  of  the  Ellis  family,  of  Kidhall,  Yorkshire,  was  presented  by  a  descendant, 
Miss  Johnston,  of  Appledore. 

We  have  been  privileged  to  have  a  visit  from  the  Society  of  Pewter  Collec¬ 
tors,  who  examined  some  of  our  rarer  pieces  and  kindly  gave  us  the  benefit 
of  their  judgment  on  dates  and  general  treatment. 

Coins  and  Medals. — Honorary  Curators,  Mr.  J.  F.  E.  Gelson  Walker,  M.A. 

and  Mr.  Geoffrey  Thompson,  M.A.,  F.S.A. 

The  acquisitions  have  included  some  scarce  shapes  of  17th  century  tokens 
by  gift  or  generously  interpreted  exchange  from  Mr.  Horace  Hird,  F.S.A., 
and  some  further  fine  specimens  of  18th  century  tokens  from  Mr.  Gelson 
Walker,  and  coins  from  the  collection  of  the  late  Mr.  James  Hardacre,  a  keen 
collector  and  a  member  of  the  Society  for  many  years. 

A  small  display  with  explanatory  notes  has  been  arranged  in  the  Central 
Hall,  and  has  attracted  considerable  public  attention.  The  intention  of  this 
display  is  to  select  from  our  total  of  over  17,000  coins,  tokens  and  medals, 
a  few  of  the  main  types  in  a  sequence  illustrating  very  briefly  the  development 
of  design  and  changes  of  denomination  from  Ancient  British  to  the  present 
time. 

We  have  been  indebted  to  the  British  Museum  for  valued  help  in  providing 
us  for  this  purpose  with  electrotypes  of  some  of  our  more  valuable  gold  coins, 
also  for  their  kindness  in  presenting  volume  IV  of  the  British  Museum  Catalogue 
of  Roman  Imperial  Coins  (Antoninus  Pius — Commodus). 

Plans  are  being  completed  for  a  fuller  coin-display  than  the  present  one. 
This  will  take  the  form  of  hanging  panels,  showing  a  complete  range  with  special 
reference  to  Yorkshire  and  the  North. 

Vertebrate  Zoology. — Honorarv  Curator,  Mr.  E.  Wilfred  Taylor,  C.B.E., 
M.B.O.U. 

The  Vertebrate  Zoology.  The  wall  cases  of  the  Vertebrate  Gallery  have 
now  been  completed,  but  it  still  remains  to  prepare  and  install  specimens  and 
models  of  the  Ungulata  and  Cetacea  in  order  to  complete  the  series  of  British 
Mammals.  A  few  scale  models  of  Cetacea  have  been  prepared,  and  the  series 
will  be  extended  as  time  permits. 

The  mineral  case  has  been  removed  and  the  fine  skeleton  of  the  extinct 
Irish  Elk  now  forms  the  centre  piece. 

The  Bird  Room.  This  has  now  been  re-decorated  and  the  specimens  on 
exhibit  have  been  re-arranged  and  placed  in  their  natural  order.  This  is  a 
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short  term  plan  which  will  continue  until  such  time  as  new  cases  can  be  installed 
as  contemplated  in  the  Council’s  long  term  plan. 

A  collection  of  the  eggs  of  British  Birds  is  now  on  exhibition  in  the  gallery 

The  Collection  of  Bird  Skins.  Work  on  the  determination,  re-labelling 
and  re-arrangement  of  the  collection  has  been  completed  except  as  regards 
recent  additions.  The  latter  are  considerable  in  numbers  and  are  valuable  as 
a  means  of  filling  gaps  and  of  furnishing  new  and  unfaded  specimens.  The 
collection  has  been  widely  used  and  more  identifications  have  been  made  than 
in  any  previous  year  due  largely  to  the  growing  interest  in  ornithology. 

The  Collection  of  Mammal  Skins.  This  is  in  good  order  and  it  is  hoped 
to  add  to  it  from  time  to  time  as  circumstances  permit. 


As  in  previous  years  the  Department  is  indebted  to  numerous  friends  in 
many  parts  of  the  country.  There  is  a  growing  realisation  that  small  incomplete 
collections  can  serve  little  scientific  purpose  with  the  result  that  many  collectors 
are  pleased  to  see  their  specimens  incorporated  as  a  recognised  national 
collection  such  as  this  Society  now  possesses.  Unfortunately,  space  does  not 
permit  the  publication  of  a  detailed  list  of  accessions. 


Entomology. — Honorary  Curator,  Dr.  J.  H.  Fidler,  M.A. 

During  the  present  year  the  main  activity  of  this  Department  has  again 
been  the  re-organization  of  the  Coleoptera  collections.  The  various  collections 
having  been  sorted  and  labelled  during  the  previous  year,  it  was  possible  to 
start  on  their  incorporation  into  the  main  Ellis  collection  and  the  re-arrangement 
of  the  whole  in  accordance  with  modern  systematic  views.  The  large  series 
representing  each  species  and  the  fact  that  many  specimens  in  the  smaller 
collections  have  not  previously  been  identified  means  that  the  work  proceeds 
very  slowly.  Much  difficulty  has  also  been  encountered  with  the  synonymy 
found  in  the  older  collections.  However,  during  the  winter  months,  it  has  been 
possible  to  complete  the  re-arrangement  of  the  whole  of  the  Lamellicornia  and 
Longicornia,  an  amount  perhaps  making  up  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  whole 
collection.  The  completed  drawers  make  up  a  series  which  is  probably 
unequalled  by  any  other  British  collection. 

In  addition  to  the  work  on  the  Coleoptera,  the  Museum’s  other  collections 
of  insects — with  the  exception  of  the  Lepidoptera — have  been  sorted  out 
with  a  view  to  determining  what  further  material  the  Museum  should  endeavour 
to  obtain.  It  has  been  found  that  many  of  the  lower  Orders  are  fairly  well 
represented,  although  much  of  the  material  remains  unidentified.  Of  the 
higher  Orders,  the  Hymenoptera  Aculeata  is  fairly  complete,  but  of  the  others, 
particularly  the  Diptera,  there  are  many  serious  gaps.  It  is  felt  that  the  Museum 
is  in  particular  need  of  a  serious  student  of  the  Diptera  to  complete  the  material 
of  this  important  Order. 

The  Orthoptera  collection  in  particular  has  been  examined  with  a  view 
to  preparing  a  representative  collection  for  exhibition  Much  of  this  material, 
although  covering  most  of  the  common  species,  was  found  to  be  very  poorly 
mounted  and  the  Honorary  Curator  and  the  Keeper  have  started  experiments 
to  find  a  satisfactory  means  of  preserving  the  very  fugitive  characters  of  this 
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Order.  The  Honorary  Curator  was  also  able  to  obtain  a  number  of  specimens, 
some  not  already  represented  in  the  collection,  while  on  a  visit  to  the  south 
of  England. 

Much  work  has  also  been  undertaken  on  a  list  of  all  published  records  of 
Beetles  taken  at  Askham  Bog.  It  is  hoped  to  publish  this  shortly  and  it  will 
form  the  basis  of  a  representative  collection  to  be  put  up  as  part  of  a  general 
exhibit  of  the  biology  of  this  Nature  Reserve. 

Temporary  exhibits  have  also  been  prepared  of  a  small  type  collection 
of  British  Coleoptera  and  examples  of  each  species  of  the  British  Macro- 
Lepidoptera. 

Arachnology. — Honorary  Curator,  Mr.  Frank  Dixon,  B.Sc. 

A  great  deal  of  interest  has  been  shown  in  this  subject  during  the  last 
year,  and  a  large  number  of  specimens  have  been  brought  to  the  Museum  by 
local  naturalists.  Several  new  Yorkshire  records  have  been  made,  and  the 
most  interesting  has  been  the  capture  of  a  spider  which  is  new  to  the  British 
Isles.  The  spider  is  Aranea  raji  Sulz.,  and  half  a  dozen  specimens  were  found 
in  a  batch  of  spiders  collected  at  Acomb  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Sweetman.  (Teste  Mr. 
A.  F.  Millidge  and  Mr.  T.  H.  Savory).  Other  species  new  to  Yorkshire  include 
Xysticus  bifasciatus ,  C.F.K.,  Philodromus  histrio,  Fatr.  (A.  Smith),  and  Aranea 
gibbosa,  Walck.  from  Warthill  (C.  F.  Sweetman).  A  small  but  interesting 
collection  of  Spiders  and  Harvestmen  from  the  Faroe  Islands  was  received  from 
Mr.  K.  Williamson.

Botany. — Honorary  Curator,  Mr.  Charles  Allen. 

This  Department  is  again  indebted  to  Mr.  A.  A.  Dallman  for  his  continued 
maintenance  of  the  Herbarium.  Further  headway  has  been  made  in  cataloguing 
the  entire  collection,  and  man}^  new  sheets  have  been  incorporated.  Mr.  W.  G. 
Bramley  has  again  donated  further  specimens  of  rusts  and  smuts,  and  has  also 
added  to  our  type  collection  of  seeds.  The  Museum’s  botanical  collections  are 
generally  in  excellent  condition  and,  with  the  more  recent  additions,  are 
almost  fully  representative  of  the  British  flora. 

Meteorology. — Honorary  Curator,  Mr.  A.  Wentworth  Ping,  M.A.. 

F.R.Met.Soc. 

Recorder,  Mr.  A.  Colley. 

Statistics  of  Station  :  Longitude  1°  5'  W.  ;  Latitude,  53°  57'  N.;  height 
above  mean  sea  level,  57  feet. 

Rainfall.  Rain  or  snow  fell  to  the  amount  of  24.25  inches  as  against 
29.78  inches  for  1946,  a  decrease  of  5.53  inches,  The  wettest  months  of  the 
year  were  March  4.43  inches,  June  3.32  inches,  and  July  2.59  inches.  The 
driest  months  were  August  0.27  inches,  October  0.83  inches,  and  November 
1.40  inches.  The  heaviest  fall  of  the  year  occurred  on  12th  March,  when 
1.11  inches  fell. 

Temperature.  Temperature  ranged  from  85  F.  on  29th  May,  2nd  and  3rd 
June  and  on  16th  August  to  9°F.  on  3rd  March  ;  the  range  of  temperature  for 
1947  being  76°F.  as  against  62°F.  for  1946. 
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The  mean  temperature  for  the  year  (mean  of  max.  and  min.)  was  49.5°F., 
the  same  as  the  year  1946.  August  gave  the  highest  mean  with  65.4°,  then 
July  with  63.3°.  February  and  January  were  the  lowest  with  30.1 3  and  36.0° 
respectively. 

Barometer.  A  mean  pressure  of  1014.9  millibars  (29.97  inches)  (1000 
millibars  =  29.531  inches  of  mercury  at  M.S.L.,  corrected  for  diurnal  variations) 
has  been  recorded,  as  against  1014.4  millibars  (29.95  inches)  for  1946.  March 
gave  the  lowest  mean  for  the  year,  1002.3  millibars  (29.60  inches).  October 
was  highest,  1022.7  millibars  (30.2  inches).  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer 
was  taken  on  16th  December,  1039.5  millibars  (30.697  inches),  and  the  lowest 
on  23rd  March,  981.7  millibars  (28.988  inches),  all  readings  corrected  to  M.S.L. 
The  extreme  range  was  therefore  57.8  millibars  (1.709  inches)  as  compared  with 
66.1  millibars  (1.945  inches)  in  1946. 

Winds.  Observations  of  winds  show  that  during  1947  we  had  "‘strong” 
winds  on  71  days  (force  4-7  Beaufort  Scale)  as  against  97  in  1946.  The  winds 
observed  at  9  a.m.,  G.M.T.,  were  N.W.  72  ;  W.  55;  N.E.  44  ;  S.  43  ; 
S.W.  44;  S.E.  39;  N.  37  ;  and  E.31. 

Thunder,  Snow  and  Hail.  Thunder  was  heard  on  13  days  as  against  11 
days  in  1946  ;  snow  or  sleet  fell  on  40  days  as  against  11  days,  and  hail  was 
recorded  on  1  day  as  against  5  days  the  previous  year. 

Sunshine.  Sunshine,  recorded  at  Bootham  School,  amounted  to  1459.7 
hours  as  against  1365.0  hours  in  1946,  an  increase  of  94.7  hours  for  the  year. 
The  daily  mean  was  3.98  hours,  and  the  percentage  of  possible  sunshine  33  as 
against  31  in  1946.  The  sunniest  month  of  the  year  was  August  with  260.7 
hours,  then  May  with  194.0  hours.  January  and  December  were  lowest  with 
33.3  and  36.1  hours  respectively. 

This  summary  would  not  be  complete  without  a  short  reference  to  the 
great  variety  of  extremes  of  weather  that  were  experienced.  The  year  was 
exceptional  with  periods  of  intense  cold,  excessive  heat,  severe  floods  and 
droughts. 

The  wintry  weather,  to  be  succeeded  by  record  floods,  commenced  in  the 
last  week  in  January  and  continued  without  a  break  until  the  second  week  in 
March.  During  this  period  snow  fell  to  varying  amounts  on  32  days,  and  snow 
was  lying  continuously  for  53  days.  Temperatures,  with  winds  mainly  north¬ 
easterly  and  east,  remained  low  ;  the  mean  of  the  maximum  temperatures  for 
February  was  33.0°F.  and  of  minimum  27.2  F.,  making  this  the  coldest  month 
of  the  year  with  a  mean  of  maximum  and  minimum  of  30.1°F.  It  was  not, 
however,  until  the  cold  period  was  well  advanced  that  the  lowest  temperature 
of  9°  (23  degrees  of  frost)  was  recorded  on  the  3rd  of  March. 

With  the  thaw  in  mid-March,  and  the  rain  that  immediately  followed, 
exceptional  and  severe  floods  were  experienced.  Land  and  residential  areas 
adjoining  the  River  Ouse  at  York  were  flooded  for  a  week  or  more,  with  much 
consequent  damage  to  property  and  personal  possessions.  The  River  reached 
its  highest  level  of  17  feet  above  summer  level  at  7  p.m.  on  24th  March,  being 
9  inches  higher  than  the  pievious  record  on  16th  October,  1892. 

The  remaining  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  was  the  exceptionally 
hot,  dry  and  sunny  August.  Apart  from  the  rain  which  fell  between  the  2nd 


and  5th  of  the  month,  no  further  rain  was  recorded  and  this  was  a  month  of 
abundant  sunshine  and  high  temperatures. 

The  dry  weather  continued  into  September. 

THE  STUDY  MATERIAL  SERVICE 

The  facilities  provided  under  this  service  continue  to  be  much  appreciated, 
and  during  the  year  many  specimens  were  borrowed  for  lectures  and  private 
study  purposes.  The  Skin  Library  has  been  enriched  by  many  new  additions 
forwarded  to  the  Museum,  chiefly  by  members  of  the  British  Trust  for  Ornitho¬ 
logy.  Considerable  numbers  of  specimens  were  racially  determined  at  the 
request  of  the  donors,  and  feathers  and  other  parts  of  birds  identified.  In  fact, 
this  side  of  the  Museum’s  activities  is  becoming  a  well-known  and  popular 
feature  in  the  ornithological  circles  of  the  country. 

YORK  AND  DISTRICT  FIELD  NATURALISTS’  SECTION 

Report  for  the  Year  1947-48. 

As  in  other  recent  years,  the  main  activities  of  the  Section  have  been  the 
lectures  and  demonstrations  of  the  winter  programme.  Most  of  these  have  been 
given  by  our  own  members.  The  winter  programme  opened  on  12th  October, 
not,  as  often  it  has,  with  a  lantern  lecture  advertised  as  open  to  the  general 
public,  but  quietly,  with  a  “General  Exhibits’’  meeting.  Among  the  sixteen 
other  meetings  of  the  winter  programme  there  were  three  notable  contributions 
by  visiting  lecturers.  Dr.  W.  A.  Sledge  lectured  on  “A  Botanist  in  New 
Zealand’’,  an  account  of  his  own  stay  in  that  country  a  few  years  ago,  and 
illustrated  his  talk  with  many  excellent  slides  and  maps  ;  Mr.  C.  F.  Procter 
gave  a  very  personal  and  interesting  account  of  the  birds  he  knows  so  well  on 
the  Humber  ;  and,  most  recently,  Miss  C.  M.  Rob  gave  an  account  of  the  effects 
of  the  changes  of  human  activities  of  the  last  fifty  years  or  so  on  the  flora  of 
North  Yorkshire.  The  story  was  a  sad  one,  of  the  disappearance  of  the  rarer 
species  from  one  locality  after  another,  largely  due  to  the  activities  of  drainage 
boards.  The  gains  to  the  flora  in  the  form  of  a  few  spreading  aliens,  interesting 
as  they  are,  in  no  wise  compensate  for  the  losses.  This  talk  would  have  interested 
all  concerned  with  the  preservation  of  our  native  flora.  Two  innovations 
among  the  other  items  of  the  programme  were  a  discussion  and  exhibition  of 
books  on  natural  history,  and  a  discussion  on  the  preservation  of  natural 
history  specimens.  Dr.  Fidler’s  lecture  upon  “The  Life  of  the  Greenfly  and 
other  Aphids”  probably  was  the  first  on  this  subject  since  the  Section  was  formed. 

The  more  specialised  of  the  winter  meetings  were  distributed  among  the 
various  branches  of  natural  history  as  follows  : — 

Botany,  2,  as  compared  with  3  last  }?ear  ;  Entomology,  2  (1  last  year)  ; 
Vertebrate  Zoolog}/,  4  (3  last  year)  ;  Geology,  no  meeting  (1  last  year)  ;  Micro¬ 
scopy,  no  meeting  (1  last  year)  ;  Conchology  and  freshwater  Biology  shared 
one  meeting  as  they  did  last  year. 

The  summer  programme,  as  in  other  years,  consisted  entirely  of  field 
excursions,  of  which  there  were  ten.  For  two  of  these  a  private  coach  was  used. 
One  was  to  Pickering  and  Oundale  Beck,  and  was  perhaps  the  most  pleasant 
and  profitable.  The  fungus  foray  to  Hovingham  High  Wood  was  the  other. 
The  dry  conditions  did  not  lend  themselves  to  the  growth  of  the  larger  fungi, 
however.

It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  more  members  should  take  up  the  study  of 
the  relatively  neglected  orders  of  plants  and  animals- — plants  other  than 
flowering  plants,  and  animals  other  than  birds  and  butterflies.  Of  the  status 
and  lives  of  most  of  the  plants  and  animals  of  these  orders,  relatively  little 
is  known  in  our  district. 


It  can  be  said  that  the  1947-48  session,  under  the  Presidency  of  Mr.  C.  F. 
Sweetman,  has  been  very  successful.  Once  again  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Wag- 
staffe  for  placing  the  facilities  of  the  Yorkshire  Museum  at  our  disposal,  and  for 
many  ways  in  which  he  has  helped  the  Society  during  the  last  year. 

Summer  Programme.  Visits  were  paid  to  Huntington  Woods,  Pickering 
and  Oundale  Beck,  Askham  Bog,  Millington  Springs,  Nun  Monkton,  Helmsley 
and  Duncombe  Park,  Allerthorpe  Common,  Sandburn  Woods  and  Hovingham 
High  Wood.

ROMAN  POTTERY  FROM  YORK. 

The  collection  of  Roman  Pottery  from  York,  deposited  at  the  Museum 
through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  B.  W.  J.  Kent,  F.S.A.,  is  described  below. 

Fig.  1.  1.  Single-handled,  pear-shaped  flagon,  with  out-turned  bevelled  rim, 
and  girth  grooves  on  neck  and  at  greatest  diameter.  Drab  buff  clay. 

2.  Two-handled  vessel  with  girth  grooves  on  neck  and  body.  Smooth, 
hard,  orange-yellow  clay.  Probably  late  second  century. 

3.  Handled  vessel  in  hard,  gritty,  grey  clay.  Pottery  of  this  type  is 
infrequently  provided  with  handles,  and  close  parallels  are  lacking.

Jug  of  buff-brown  clay  showing  flecks  of  darker  brown  colour,  with 
multi-ringed  neck  and  tending  to  a  disc-mouth.  Early  second 
century. 

Handled  vessel  in  buff-brown  clay,  with  out-bent  rim  and  internal 
seating  to  accommodate  a  lid.  Probably  Derbyshire  ware  (see 
Antiq.  Journ.  xix,  429-37).  Elsewhere  vessels  with  recessed  rims 
are  not  common,  and  evidently  of  late  date,  (Cf.  May,  Catalogue 
of  Roman  Pottery  in  the  Museum,  Carlisle,  type  135  ;  Richborough 
types  53,  346). 

Biconical  urn  with  sharply  out-bent  reeded  rim  and  girth  grooves 
at  greatest  diameter  and  around  upper  part  of  body.  Hard,  gritty, 
grey-brown  clay.  The  occurrence  of  this  type  of  vessel  in  S.E. 
England  has  been  discussed  by  Mr.  Philip  Corder  [Antiq.  Journ., 
xxi,  282,  fig.  1,  6)  appearing  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  first  century, 
and  continuing  in  use  until  about  the  middle  of  the  second.  The 
present  example  must  certainly  be  regarded  as  the  equivalent  of 
the  London- Verulamium  series,  and  like  the  wider  carinated  bowls 
well  known  on  military  sites  in  the  north  (Corder,  op.  cit.  274-6) 
should  probably  be  dated  Flavian-Trajan. 

Gallo-Roman  platter  in  Terra  Nigra  (Camulodunum  form  16)  with 
typical  pale  grey  paste  and  grey-black  polished  surfaces.  Inside 
is  a  senseless  stamp  (the  single  stroke  may  possibly  be  part  of  a 
third  V),  set  within  concentric  grooves  with  rouletting  between. 
Terra  Nigra  barely  survives  into  the  Flavian  period,  but  it  occurs 
locally  at  tire  early  camp  at  Malton,  datable  c.  a.d.  71-4  (Corder, 
The  Defences  of  the  Roman  Fort  at  Malton,  fig.  17,  6)  while  a  number 
of  bowl  fragments  of  a  form  similar  to  the  present  example  were 
recovered  during  the  1925-8  excavations  at  York  itself,  and  must  be 
associated  with  the  initial  Flavian  occupation  of  the  fortress. 

Olla  in  sandy  grey  ware,  with  worn  lattice  pattern  on  body.  Early- 
middle  second  century. 


2.  Dark-surfaced  vessel  with  out-bent  rim  and  girth  grooves  at  junction 
of  neck  and  shoulder.  It  is  called  a  “cinerary  urn”  on  the  attached 
label,  and  no  doubt  was  fulfilling  such  a  purpose  when  found. 

3.  Small  grey  vessel  with  sharply  everted  rim.  It  is  labelled  “cinerary 
urn”.  First  centurv. 

4.  Small  purple-brown  rough-cast  beaker  of  a  well-known  type  which 
begins  in  the  first  century  and  continues  into  the  later  half  of  the 
second.

5.  Bulbous  beaker  with  dark  colour-coated  surface,  the  bodv  decorated 
with  S-shaped  scrolls  in  white  slip. 

Third  or  fourth  century. 

6.  Lamp,  buff  body  with  purple-brown  metallic  coating,  the  discus 
edged  with  a  triple  moulding  from  which  branch  leaf- shaped 
impressions.  For  the  type  see  Wheeler,  London  in  Roman  Times, 
64,  type  IV. 

From  Coppergate,  1907. 
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7.  Small  lamp  in  orange-red  clay,  with  complete  flange  round  discus 
and  groove  on  nozzle.  See  Wheeler,  op.  cit.  63,  type  Ilia,  normally 
dated  70-120  a.d. 

S.  Glass  cinerary  urn  with  cover,  containing  cremated  bones.  Cf. 
R.C.H.M.,  Roman  London,  fig.  69,  63.

EXCAVATIONS  AT  CLIFTON,  YORK  (Fig.  3). 

During  July,  1947,  excavations  for  a  new  cellar  were  made  under  the 
house  occupying  the  angle  formed  by  the  junction  of  The  Avenue  and  Clifton, 
in  the  grounds  of  St.  Peter’s  School,  York.  The  cellar  lies  beneath  the  room  in 
the  north  angle  of  the  building,  indicated  externally  bv  a  circular  turret  clasping 
the  angle.  During  the  preliminary  excavation  work,  a  considerable  amount  of 
Roman  pottery  was  turned  up,  and  the  Museum  was  notified  through  the  good 
offices  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Ping.  Consequently,  by  permission  of  the  headmaster, 
Mr.  J.  Dronfield,  the  excavations  were  kept  under  observation,  resulting  in 
some  addition  to  our  knowledge  of  the  extent  of  the  extra-mural  settlement 
which  fringed  the  Roman  road  leading  north  from  the  legionary  fortress. 

The  natural  soil  on  the  site  was  a  brown  clay,  located  at  a  depth  of  3-4 
feet  below  the  existing  surface,  into  which  had  been  cut  a  shallow  pit,  about  2 
feet  deep,  and  probably  about  10  feet  in  diameter,  with  a  filling  of  greasy  black 
soil  containing  potsherds,  animal  bones,  brick  fragments  and  a  portion  of  a  tile 
antefix.  This  excavation  seems  to  have  served  the  purpose  of  a  rubbish  pit, 
and  the  pottery  recovered  indicates  that  it  was  open  during  the  Hadrian- 
Antonine  period.  It  was  sealed  by  a  dark  occupation  floor,  containing  a  few 
iron  nails  and  a  little  pottery,  enough  to  suggest  a  date  in  the  late  second 
century.  Above  the  occupation  level,  to  the  existing  surface,  was  a  stiff  grey 
clay,  containing  a  very  mixed  collection  of  pottery,  the  latest  piece  being  a 
fragment  of  a  wall-sided  mortarium  in  hard  buff  clay  with  traces  of  orange  slip. 

Evidence  of  first  century  occupation  outside  the  fortress  was  obtained  at 
No.  5  Clifton,  by  Mr.  Philip  Corder,  in  1931  (Yorks.  Arch.  Journ.  xxxi,  77)  and 
evidently  continued  into  the  following  century.  It  is  therefore  interesting  to 
find  that,  by  the  middle  of  the  second  century,  this  extra-mural  settlement 
had  extended  for  a  distance  of  over  half  a  mile  beyond  the  fortress  walls, 
with  the  necessary  development  of  ground  suitable  for  burials  beyond,  at  least 
as  far  as  Rawcliffe  Lane  (Ibid,  77-8).  At  the  same  time,  The  Avenue-Burton 
Stone  Lane  area  may  have  been  in  use  as  a  cemetery  as  late  as  the  third  or 
fourth  century,  to  judge  from  suspected  grave  pottery  in  the  Museum  collections. 
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“^HE  interests  of  THE  YORKSHIRE  MUSEUM  are  primarily 
devoted  to  Natural  History  and  Archaeology.
